THE  ANPOINT-WENAPOLIS  GAME 

or 
Perciful  and  the  Battle  of  the  Century

PERCIFUL  stood  on  the  sidelines  and  blinked  wist- 
fully at  the  gayly  colored  crowd  v^hich  was  rapidly 
filling  the  Wenapolis  Stadium.  The  clear  purple  en- 
signs of  Wenapolis  were  contrasted  against  the  golden 
orange  (advertising  California  Fruit-Juice)  of  his  own 
team.

off"  and  the  teams  throw  each  other  overboard,  all  the 
while  yelling  "Man  overboard"  and  other  such  silly 
things. 

Those  that  can  clamber  back  on  the  ship  in  three 
minutes  are  allowed  to  do  so.  The  others  are  used  for 
target  practice.  "Stand  by  the  oars"  means  to  take  up 
a  position  alongside  of  an  oar.

We  recommend  washing  in 
Ivory  Soap  flakes  and  lukewarm  water  to  avoid 
shrinkage.  Pebeco  removes  that  film.  If  the  bore  of 
the  rifle  is  still  dirty  after  this  treatment,  try  sulphuric 
acid  and  sandpaper.  This  is  guaranteed  to  clean  out 
the  bore.  Never  use  towels  in  drying  the  rifle  because 
they  may  not  stand  such  rough  usage.  The  best 
method  is  to  hold  the  gun  o\er  an  open  fire  for  half 
or  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  if  not  dry  then,  hang  it 
up  on  a  clothesline  over  night. 

You  may  have  noticed  by  this  time  that  some  of 
the  men  have  stripes  on  their  sleeves,  or  bars,  stars, 
etc.,  on  their  shoulders.  These  are  very  neat  and 
decorative  ornaments.  They  may  be  procured  for  a 
nominal  sum. 

The  summer  camp  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  fea- 
tures of  R.O.T.C.  life.  If  you  care  to  take  advantage  of 
the  offer,  you  are  given  four  weeks'  vacation  with  pay. 
Or,  if  you  prefer,  the  government  is  only  too  glad  to 
finance  a  trip  through  the  east,  including  stopo\er 
privileges  at  Niagara  Falls,  Atlantic  City,  and  Sing- 
Sing.  Assuming  that  you  would  of  course  choose  camp 
life,  we  advise  that  you  make  your  Pullman  and  hotel 
reservations  early.  The  Pullman  cars  in  which  you  will 
be  taken  to  camp  have  no  uppers,  so  the  only  choice 
left  is  between  the  lower  berths  and  the  drawing  rooms. 
Private  cars  will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  those  who 
register  at  the  W.S.G.A.  desk  in  University  hall  on  or 
before  the  first  of  April. 

This  year  we  hope  to  have  enough  bedrooms  with 
private  bath  to  accommodate  all.  In  previous  years  it 
has  been  found  that  many  of  the  men  have  caught  cold 
in  the  damp  and  draughty  tents  which  are  now  obso- 
lete. Any  such  serious  cases  in  the  future  will  be  sent 
at  once  to  Battle  Creek  Sanitarium  for  recuperation. 
Experience  has  taught  us  that  nothing  is  too  good  for 
our  brave  soldier-boys. 

On  Tuesday  of  the  last  week  of  camp,  the  election 
of  officers  for  the  coming  year  is  held.  This  is  one  of 
the  really  big  social  events  of  the  summer.  Petitions 
for  any  of  the  major  offices  must  have  at  least  99.44 
signatures.  All  petitions  must  be  certified  by  the  Dean 
of  Women  and  the  President  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion. Signatures  of  Boy  Scouts  and  Camp  Fire  Girls 
will  not  be  counted.
